“We are ^ presently operating 
f under a constitution with many 
gaps in the framework,” says SA 
President Bill Holda. 

“We want to provide a workable

be revised again in the future.”

Labbe cited three reasons behind

“consumes, possesses, or evidences 
possession” of alcoholic beverages 
on campus. 

Labbe’s policy would call atten- 
tion to state law on alcoholic bev- 
erages and remind students that

Holda Defends Proposal 

SA President Bill Holda spoke 
in defense of Labbe’s proposal, 
noting that financial realities and 
a decrease in the novelty of drink- 
ing on campus would quickly di- 
minish the effect the new rule 
might have. 

Dr. John Bucholtz, chairman of 

the political science department, 
pointed out that all the suggested 
regulations would change was that 
21-year-old students would be al- 
lowed to drink on campus and in 
their rooms, a right already con- 
tained in state law. 

In other faculty meeting busi- 
ness, the faculty was informed 
that a motion to let hall residents 5 
set the hours themselves during 
which mixed visiting would be 
permitted in hall lounges was 
unanimously voted down by the 
Board of Trustees.

Insulting humor 

The cartoon" at the bottom was created by Saint Joe alum- 
nus Thomas DeMint for the use of the college admissions 
department in recruiting students. It must be called a cartoon, 
for any Saint Joe student must laugh at its comical, superficial, 
misleading content. Its ability to draw ^students is at least 
dubious, and at most frightening. 

The things it says about Saint Joseph’s are not false, ex- 
cepts the reference to an Afro-American chib, which was' 
necessarily abandoned almost a year ago in favor of a more 
militant Black Student Union. The facts of a student radical 
performing here and of a “free speaking” newspaper ( what- 
ever that’s supposed to mean) are a matter of course at most 
other decent schools, which can usually boast of their own 
Abbie Hoffmans instead of paying $700 for a two-hour circus.

Saint Joseph’s is “a pretty good place,” but not because 
of one Abbie Hoffman performance, or a Black Student Union 
amidst many white racists, or a newspaper which is not fet- 
tered by or completely informed by the college administra- 
tion: We students know ‘better. High school students who 
have ever been here know better. And Mr. DeMint, as J^uv 
alumnus, should know better.

A top-notch faculty, an academically innovative curricu- 
lum, a size which permits open communication, even if it is 
not always used, among all college segments, and the oppor- 
tunity for the development of a well-rounded adult — these 
are the things high school students, whom Mr. DeMint greatly 
underrates, will look for. 

The cartoon is an insult to any Saint Joe student who 
has sought a sound liberal arts education and who has been 
guided by the college’s own statement of purpose — “the 
spread, preservation, clarification, discovery, and defense of 
truth” — and not by the etxerhal trappings of collegiate life 
which the media and Mr. DeMint so fondly prey upon. 

The most perceptive part of the cartoon is that normally 
a teenager’s foreign sports car is the best indication that his 
family can afford sending him to a place as expensive as 
Saint Joseph’s. The mockery of it, however, is that most stu- 
dents here must spend all their vacations working to finance 
their education and have never owned, let alone driven, a 
foreign sports car. They sacrifice not for the reasons Mr. De- 
/ Mint suspects, and we do not particularly encourage Mr. 
DeMint’s caricatures to come here for the wrong reasons. 

But Mr. DeMint should be at least thanked for his un- J 
tiring, free service to the college. If Saint Joe students cannot 
appreciate that, Mr. DeMint can be assured that they appreci- 
ate his unusual sense ofdiumor.

In order to prevent a leaderless 
nation from panicking, so the story 
goes, the Administration has been 
using a stand-in to fill Mr. Ag- 
new’s speaking engagements — re- 
portedly W. C. Fields, Jr., son of 
the late, great actor and chip off 
the old block. 


Administration sources have, of 
course, vehemently denied the re- 
p<frt. If the Vice President were 
dead, said one top aide, he’d be 
the last one to know. (It was 
-unclear, however, whether he 
meant the Vice President or him- 
self would be the last to know.) 

On the other hand, Washington 
observers agree that no one has 
.. ever seen Mr. Agnew and - Mr.

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Wood’s First Book Explores 
Martin Buber’s Philosophy

of Saint Joseph’s department of 
philosophy, is the author of Mart- 
in Buber’s Ontology, a work newly 
published by the Northwestern 
University Press. 

In his work, Wood explores the 
basic theory of reality (ontology) 
implicit in Buber’s work through 
an analysis of the text -of his 
masterpiece, I and Thou, i Buber, 
a German- Jewish philosopher, died 
in 1965 at the age of 87. He is 
noted for introducing the distinc- 
tion between the I-Thou and I-It 
relations that has become increas- 
ingly important in recent philos- 
ophical and theological discussions. 

Wood’s publication begins by 
j tracing the relation between Bub- 
er’s life and thought, with particu- 
lar attention to his work before 
1923, the year I and Thou appear- 
ed. Three chapters are devoted to 


a detailed analysis of the three 
parts of I and Thou — in light of 
. all the works Buber wrote during 
a long and productive career. A 
final chapter summarizes the work 
and offers £ critical assessment.

Byt what has given the tragic 
rumor fresh currency is the ple- 
thora of hints in the recordings 
of Mr. Agnew’s (or Mr. Fields’) 
recent speeches — recordings that 
have been bought up and treasured 
by the nation’s bereaved Agnew 
fans.

First of all, he has been solely 
occupied by “The Moratorium” 
(from the Latin root, “cremator- 
ium”). And let us take just one 
quote from the Harrisburg, Pa., 
recording: 

“We can, however, afford to 
separate them (the impudent 
snobs) from our society,” the re- 
cording clearly says, “with no 
more regret than we should feel 
over discarding rotten apples from 
a barrel.” 

The apple is, of course, the 
symbol on Tarot cards for death 
by being crushed. And the rotten 
apple, naturally, is the symbol for 
a rotten death by being crushed. 

Moreover, the apple is used to 
stuff the mouths of roast pigs. 
(Some see here a fantasy of the 
gobbling up of the impudent snobs.) 
Pigs being fat, many feel this 
proves Mr. Agnew met his demise 
when a huge Sumo wrestler fell 
on him during an exhibition match. 

“I long ago feared a fat Jap 
would be the end of my career,” 
he is reported to have cried in his 
last moments. 

Others, however, ask what one * < 
does with rotten apples one has 
separated. The answer is to make 
applesauce out of them — apple- 
sauce that is then preserved in 
jelly glasses. 

This lends credence to the story 
that Mr. Agnew was crushed when 
his world-famed collection of jelly 
glasses toppled on him. But a 
third faction contends this is a 
lot of applesauce. 

In any event, a University of 
Titusville professor, after scientif- 
ic tests, has distinguished three 
different voices on the Agnew re- 
cordings — a comic voice during 
last -year’s campaign, a silenl 
voice for the first nine months of 
this year, and a new strident voice 
recently — “with a whine,” as he 
put it, “like a B-42.” 

But what convinces most fans 
that W. C. Fields Jr. is writing 
and delivering Mr. Agnew’s spee- 
ches these days is one single 
statement in the latest recording: 

“It is time to disregard the 
fiction that in a country of 200 
million people, everyone is quali- 
fied to quarterback the govern- 
ment.” 

As a Pocatello, Mich., man said, 
shaking his head admiringly: “In 
a democracy, only a comic genius 
with a flair for satire could de- 
liver a line like that.”

joints, replaced faulty gaskets or 
pipes which caused severe steam 
leaks, and made numerous minor 
repairs throughout the system.
